The Introduftion to the Spiritual Dying. 


He Spirit of Wiſdom, Revelation, and Prophecy, having been ſhed 
abroad abundantly,to declare many great and wondertul Myſteries 
now in this latt Age 3 hath thewn alſo, by the ſame Spirit,the way 
for Conſummation. The tirlt paſſage hereunto, is through the 
Myſtical Death, as the foot-liep to the aſcending Mount of the following 
Glory. But before 1 ſhall proceed upon this Particular, it will be neceſſary 
to Ict you know, what hath occaſioned the ſetting evidently before your * 
cyes the cruciticd Body of Sin. Wpon a deep ſenſe that opened in me con= 
ccrning the threc-told Bondage and Captivity, which the Holy and Royal 
Off-ſpring of God are groaning under, as to Spirit, Soul, and Body 3: the 
which things I being well acquainted withal in my felt, could the more 
teclingly deplore and bewail it, on the behalt of all the Ele& Seed of 
God: And truly, the Spirit of Daniel came upon me, and ſet it firongly 
on work, and cauſed me to ſet times often apart to lament and mourn, as 
bcholding under what a Law of Sin and tyrannical Bondage the Saints are 
under 3 ina three-fold conſideration : The hr(t from that old Serpent,which 
from the beginning introduced the original venom of Sin, whoſe vigilance 
is to increaſe and keep it ttirring 3 having great advantage, being a potent 
Prince in this World, trom which he preſents all kind of Temptations to 
allure withak to prevent the Souls Relſtauration, by holding of it in the 
worldly Charms. The ſecond Power, which under him doth rule, is the 
Realtzthat is as the opprefling Pharzoh,that conſults to impoſe ſuch weights 
and burdens as may wear out the Saints of the moſt High. The third is 
the Airy Region, of which it is (aid, he is alſo the Prince, having infected 
it with his poiſonable Influences, fo as the very outward Elements are cor- 
rupted, as they do contact with our outward Bodies, bringing them to 
know Sickneſs, Sorrow, and Death, with many other evil Effects, All 
this being ſet before me, my Soul in me was ſorrowtul unto Death, and (6 
great was my heavinc(s, as it the Sin of the whol: relapſed Creation had 
been upon me : and then with all this,there was this farthcr aggravation of 
my troubles, to obſerve the Strife, Wars, and great Divitions that arc at 
this day enkindlcd among the Sion-Protefſors, which is the greatett Evil 
under.the Sunthine of the Goſpel-Diſpenſation, and to be ſcrioully taken 

. in, 
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in, and forrowfully to be bewailed. The which cane upon me as a very 
burthcaſome Stone, which hath lain on me very heavily 3 and being for 
fome time under this exerciſe in mind, and ſpent, praying and pleading 
with my God, very cloſe and conſtant in this mourning poliure, refuling 
all Comtorts 3 behold Miciael, the Prince of the new and everlaliing Co- 
venant appcarcd unto me, ſpeaking in theſe words: *I have ſeen thy 
* Souls contrition and humiliation, for the opprefſ:d and defolated Daugh- 
*tcr of Sivn, whoſe hurt and wound lieth tiill blecding : Iam come to in- 
© torm thee what is to be done, for the putting an cnd to all of this deplo-» 
*rab'e Captivity, which hath lated thus long, by reaſon there hath bee 


4,4 / © lacking (uch Sion- Mourners, that might be ſcrioutly affected, and in- 


 ©wardly aMictcd tor that inherent Root of Sin, as not having ſearched in» 
*to the depth of the infecting Matter,which hath leavencd the whole Man, 
* and kept him under this tyrannical Servitude. I have waited in the Office 
* of Mediatorſhip, for ſuch Soul-afMlited Mourners to come up unto me, 
* to ſpread and thew me all their internal woundings, from Arit to lalt, 
© Let it be known, that ic hath been a griet to my Spirit, that I have not 
* been more fervently ſued unto, and made uſe ct tor cafing the Burdencd 3 
* for there hath been a ſecure carcleſsnefs, that hath made them carry it 
* lightly off But a conſumption is determincd upon the whole Man of 
* Sin, and thou halt been all well-plealing unto me, in that thou halt pre- 
* ſcented the whole and full of the relapſed ſtate, in a (enfible and forrow- 
* ful Spirit, which is acceptable. I have alfo taken notice of this trouble 
* and concern for the diſunity among my own Shecptold, whereby they 
* hav<rent and divided me in Spirit, all which ſprings from the bitter ef- 
* fence of Sin» Theretore in ordcr hereunto, do thou ſignify what way 
g mutt be followed for reſtitution,and ſetting together my disjointed Mem- 


bers which cannot be accompliſhed, but through the paſſlage-gate of, , 


* Death. Which from me thou art commilſlionated to declare, as I have re-+ 
* vealed it to thee,and 2s thou halt the practical knowledg of itz beink w 

'is deſigned by the Father, as I am the Way unto it, to bring tSreh Lite, 
2nd Redemption through it, which promiſed was from the fixti wound 
* of Sin, that was introduccd by the Serpent into Adagy which all fully 
"is to be healed by conformity to the Death with-me, going forward in 
* the four-fuld Proccls3 as the inward Spiritual Death, Refurrection, Af- 
© cention,and Gloritication. This I leave with thee tirlt to publiſh before the 
* other part, as the Foundation that mult 'bring up to the Top-Ladder, 
* that hath been given by Vition and Prophecy, to ſee and underitand : So 
f hereby.ſhall the utmolt Salvation be wrought out by the Myttery of Death, 
* tiniſhing with the following degrees, which putteth an cnd to all of that 


* Evil, the Fall hath brought in, as having reſerved this as the highefi 
Wonder 
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« wonder that is to be brought into manifeſtation. Go thou on, nothing 
$ doubting, having Faith in me, who will always be with thee, and allo 
© 2mong my Mourning Flock every where: Even ſo come Lord Jeſus. 

Thus you are given to underſtand by whom I am led forward, to open 
and lay a ſure Foundation for the new and heavenly Reltauration, even in 
that living Word, which died out of fleſh, but now ceaſeth not to live ta 
ſend forth his renewed Springs, and is at hand to reveal and expound all 
things, which may gather in the loſt and ſcattered Flock, tor the bringing 
them into God's Tent and Tabernacle of Reſt, which only can be, by paſ- 
ſing through this four-fold Miniſtration. 


I ſhall take them as they lic in their own Degrees and Order. Firſt, To 
ſhew what is a ſpiritual inward Death that mult be paſſed through, by ſuch 
as do look for a reigning Life with Chritt. And tor this, it cannot be made 
out better, than that worthy Apolile hath done it, as you will find in the. 
ſixth and ſeventh Chaptersof the Romans, laying down full and clear Ar- 
| guments, ſhewing the neccſlity for a Spiritual Death fo as we need not 
| doubt but it will be granted : in the next place we are to conlider, how it 

ſhall be effeted. I would not fright any, if 1 tell them, it is at the firſt 
|  on-ſtt, bloody Work: where-ever this Sacrificing Knife doth come, it 
will touch to the quick. But then conſider in whoſe hand it is put 3 our 
| FEmanuel's, whole love we may well confide in, who aceth this tragical 
{ part by the Lance of his Spirit, and wil! fall only upon the vipcrous Body 
of Sin, to let,vut the very heart blood of it : fo it mult be, for there is no 
| favouring that Life, that hath madeall this to do, as in reference to God 
and our ſelves, ſpoiling and defacing that pure Angelical Image, in which 
the moſt Holy One took ſuch delight to ſee his own Similitude in 3 But 
now ſo changed, that it may give God cauſe of repentance, that ever h@” 
made ſuch an unſtable Creature to grieve his Spirit 3 upon which account 
we mult bedrivingout from his Face and Preſence, to live in that awaken- 
ed Principle of Good and Evil. But here is a Door of Hope opened for 
ſuch as are weary and oppreſſed, and are willing to give up their whole 
degenerated Lite unto Death. But you will ſay, If we mult ſuffer at this 
ratez to what end did the Lord Chriſt offer himſelf as a Propitiation for 
Sin, in his own Perſon, if our ſinful Life muſt go'alſo for it ? In anſwer to 
this, take notice, That tho our Lord Chrilt was made a viſible Sacrifice tor 
Sin 3 yet he never intended that ſhould excuſe any one of his Members 
from a conformity and fellowſhip with him in his Death, knowing rud 
| Death for us would not do alone; without coming by his Spirit, to put the | 
'| Sin to death in our Fleſh 3 and fo jointly he becometh Salvation to the ut- 
moſt, he having no fin to put to death _ his own Body, and fo was a vs 
ypc 
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Type atd Example for us to follow. But it may be fiill objeRed, Who 


is able to go through ſuch a full and total death, to all that infection of fin, 
which the firſt 44am broughtin? We muſt fay, No one is ſufficient, but 
the mighty God and Saviour, as by his Spirit coming to incarnate himſelf 
in our Fleſh, who hath the Key that opencth this myſtical Gate of Death, 
and thereby to paſs us through the Vail of the Fleſh: And for your comtort 
Know, he goeth not to work violently allat once, but conſiders our mold 
and frame, and allures the Soul intoit by degrees, ſhewing and ſetting be- 
forc it the abſolute neccility tor it, forcing all of love-incitements to follow 
him in this track of dying, deſpiting the ſhame and contempt of ir, as by 
Faith ſecing what glory, honour, and immortality of Lite with ChriG will 
enſue hercupon. This is then only cur bulineſs, to intervert our Life into 
Chrilt our Lord, for him to offer it up in us, through his Eternal Spirit, as 
he did in his own pcrſonal Body, who laid it down freely : ſo now he woo- 
eth the Soul to a voluntary aflignment of the whole Man of Sin for expia- 
tion 3 ſo that whenthe Heart and Will is gained and brought over, dying 
Work will not be fo grievous and terrible, as many have feared: I can af- 
ſure you, from my own experience, having been long and deeply exerciſed 
herein, knowing that great comtorts and ſupports will meet you in your 
dying Agonies, through internal infuſions, that may be felt as a burning 
Spirit that runneth into every part, till it giveth eaſe to the burthened in 
fin, and will not leave it, while there is any thing of an evil eſſence re- 
maining, if the Soul agrees and gives conſent thereunto. And truly, a 
well-informed Soul, that lies under any powerful conſtraint of Chriſt's 
Eove, can do no leſs, but herewithal comply, and deliver up the accurſed 
Thing 3 and when it cometh to this, what a hopeful diſpatch will there 
be for the cutting off every Member in the Body of Sin ? O, where ſirall 
we find a wiſe and valiant Fae! to ſmitc Siſcra, aiming at the Head, Life, 
the very Root of Sin in its original! Oh, how do I hear the echo of 
fome good willing Spirit about me, thus ſaying, Secing you have preſen-" 
ted the neceſſity of Crucifixion, and the great benehts thereof z and have 
rightly placed the Lance of Death, "as in the hanTof him that Tath given 
ſuch a full proof of his love and naturalneſs unto the fallen Off-ſpring of 
am, We have now an open Ear to hear further what _ffie Pirticulars 
arcwe muſt dic untoand I moſt readily ſhalſherewith comply3as from the 


x Center of Light,and experimental Knowledg,give forth a Narrative hereof, 


as reducing this inward Death to three ſeveral Branches. As firſt, The 
Anima), Rational, Senſitive Life. Proceed we to the firſt of theſe, which 
is the more groſs and right-down earthly Life, conlifting of a beaftly Na- 
eure, of bruitiſhneſs and worldly-mindedneſs 3 loving and embracing the 
vain empty Honours and Riches of this Principle 3 bringing forth __ 
curſe 
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curſed and vile Fruits as theſe, namely, Arrogancy,. and an Evil Covetou'- 
nels, Self-promotion, Wrathfulneſs, Slandering, Revengetul, and Evil 
Surmilings, Cruelty, Oppreflion, Unmercifulnefs, with much more of 
this kind 5 all which is to be moſt deeply deplored, that ſuch a Lite as this 
ſhould ſhew its face, where any thing of a God is known, and a Chriſt re- 
vealed, for redemption out of all theſe bitter Fruits 3 and that inficad of 
dying out of them, there is a living in them 3 and fo becoming inſentible 
of their Weights, Feggers, and Chains, all which is a moſt dangerous 
ſtate to continue in, and not to make haſte to die out of them. But we 
are perſuaded better things of them, who are cnquiring to find out the 
Paſſage-gate of Death, knowing they dare not allow themſelves ro live 
in any one of theſe, but as any matter of this kind does (pring unwilling- 
ly, for to Arraign, Judg, Condemn, and deliver up unto the piercing 
Nailof the Crols, asa teltimony that they have abrogated the groſs Evils, 
and will not cheriſh and harbour what the Serpent will hereby challenge 
place in the SouPs Efſence, and will keep his Hold 3 Theretore on that 
Men in good carncti to dic,will neither touch, taſte,nor handle any of thete 
poiſonable Fruits, 

Now we proceed to the Rational Life, which is reckoned to be a wile, 
ſober,righteous Lite,and therefore not to be laid afidebeing as a King that 
would govern the whole concerns of the Soul, both as to heavenly and 
carthly Things, determining all Matters and Cauſes. Why then it may 
be alleadged, it he be ſuch a prudent Ruler, What Exceptions have you 
againſt him, that he mult fall under Death ? But know it, from the Lord, 
and that of a truth, that the Serpent lies more hid in this than the other. 
It is in ſome, as a grand Idol {ct up in the room of God : Nay, it is fo 
ſubtil- in its Counſel, as you can hardly know it from the true and ſuperior 
Wiſdom for it will have Rightcouſneſs for its Covering. Therefore 
none, buta high enlightned, and well-infiruced Soul 'in God, can have 
a right diſcerning of this great Supplanter. And that he may be known 
lo to be, here isa firſt and ſecond Charge brought in againſt him. Firſt; 
Although it may be grantcd, that he carries an appearance for God, and 
cternal Things, and that with Zeal too yet thexe is ſuch a near alliance 
to the world]y Intereft, and carthly-Property, as there will be a holding 
faſt in the mixed Property, putting heavenly Things in one Scale, and 
earthly Things in-the other: if they.can go upon even ballance, then the 
Rational Spirit carries all ſmoothly, as wiſe in his Generation, not. being 
willing to loſe his part, cither tor Spixituals, or Temporals 3 but the 
worldly Interett thall be fure-to be followed cloſe; bor if they cannot:cons 
hſitogether, but thaone mit! be-laid down; then Wiſe rationality: will 
ſoon ſhew bimſclf that his Birth is but from the Aſtral Region! ic 215 
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no higher deſcent, but from the Womb of fallen Time, and therefore a 
Spirit not to be truſted. 

The ſecopd Charge we bring in againſt the Rational Life, is the great 
Enmity, that he ſtandsin to the Spirit of Faith, which curbs and nips it in 
its firſt buddings. For as long as degenerated Reaſon lives, this Plant can 
never thrive or proſper 3 for it is ever more calting in choaking Doubts, 
as in the caſe of Nicodemus, How can a Man be born again that is old ? And 
asin Eliha's Time, when the Famine was fo gri s in Samaria; the 
Prophet then declaring, how Scarcity ſhould ſuddenly be turned into 
Plenty 3 the unbelieving Lord of Reaſon preſently fiands up, If God 
ſhould make Windows in Heaven, can this be ? fo as unbelict prevented 
him from ſecing the Accomplithment. So it doth at this day 3 therefore 
if we would have any great and wonderful thing: effected, either for 
Time or Eternity, we mult ſhut out Reaſon as a treachcrous Counſellor 3 
and there is no way, but to give him up for ſpiritual Martyrdom, for the 
ſharp Ax of the ſpirit to do execution upon him. But you will ſay, This 
is too ſevere a Judgment wholly co cut him off 3 for he may be- regenera= 
ted, and made ſubordinate to the Life of Faith, That indeed may be al- 
lowed upon the Animal Man's: Account, to order and govern thoſe low 
and terre(irial Aﬀairs, which the fallen State hath neceſſitated into, if he 
may be bounded: there, but not to clime higher ; For in nocaſe nuaſt he be 
admitted, as tothe inward and ſablime Matters of the Spirit, and 'Soul, 
becauſe the way of its Reſtoration .depends fo much upon Faith, which 
crofleth the who'e courſe and grain of Reaſon. All his refining and rege- 
nerating, can never make him ſerviceable to help the Soul towards its 
tranſlation for degrees of Pertection, its Birth being of an incredulous 
Nacure, looking hereupon as unattainable for the Soul to regain what it 
hath loſt 3 ſo here isenough to lay him afide for in all ſpiritual Matters: 
For as Rationality was not in 44am betore his relapſe, fo he had no occa- 
fion to uſe ſubtilty or crafc, all things were provided to his hand. So 
now' in the way of our return to the moxe tranſcendent Liberty and Glo- 
ry, for which the Holy Ghoſt operating in the power of Faith.to perf: &, 
will admit to have nothing contributed from. the Rational Spirit. Nay, 
the time is coming, whenhe thall alſo be put out of his- Stewardfhip'for 
the very outward. Man 3. for it is-very rate to find a juſt Steward inthe uſe 
of this worldly. Mammon.. And therefgre God will ſettle the Power for 
all blefling and increaſe forthe bodily requirings upon. the Spizit of Faith 5 
as that in the Saints ſhalt get up to its ſuperiority, all of the! worldly 
Goods which now axe ingxofſed, -wlicre the corrupted Reafon beats rule. 
Therefore it will be worth our care and vigilance, in keeping our Stock, 


going on upon Faith's Bottom, as in xcference both toheavenly and earthly 
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Things 3 Sepofing the Rational Spirie, as to all power and cliim to the 

r TranſaQions betwixt God atid the Soul 3 only allowed he may be, 
for the preſent neceſſity, -as a hewer of Wood and drawer of Water, till 
we ſhall diſcharge him upon this ſervile account alſo. Now you ſee what 
a full charge is given againſt the Man of Reaſon, which may be a ſufficient 
inducement to die, as we are able from day to day, unto him, till fully 
dead. The conqueſt of whith will produce wondertul and miraculous 
working Powers, which in its place and order ſhall be made 'out more 
fully to you. 

Now we fall upon the third particular, which is the Senſitive Life 3 
dividing it into three Braiiches 3 Exterior, Interidr, and Natural, 

I ſhall begin with the Exterior 3 as firſt, the luſtivg Eye, that delights to 
pleaſe it ſelt in viſible Objects, Shadows and Figures of Mortality, minding 
outward adornings, and ſettings out of a poor piece of Mortality. 
Theſe are tempting Objects for the very Heart and Mind to be tainted 
withal. For the outward Eye is-as a wandring Star, it glides up and 
down to pleaſe its own unfatiableneſs, among all the various grofs and pe- 
rſhing Things, that in this evil World can be found. So every depraved 
ſenſe doth purſue its own vain delight-and fatisfafttion. But of this more 
groſs part of Senſuality, -I ſhall not further enlarge, knowing that it hath 
becn ſufficiently ſet forth, - and deeried down by the godly atid pious 
Ones. Ry | 

I ſhall paſs on to the Tnteridy Senſe, which is in part renewed and en- 
lightned, ſo as for to eſcape the Pollutions, which-the groſs (enfe falls in 
withal 3 this being an inward ſober- ſenſe, comprehending immortal and 
divine Things: but yetit' is ſo nearly annexed to tht Man of Reaſon, as 
being the very-Body of that Spirit, and cart have no'corigruity with a Life 
of Faith. So that here comes in a hard ſiriiggle, -a5 tothe trratter and cafe 
of. a Soul in its looking for Redemption out of the Body of Sin. Here 
now the good ſenſe, that is awakened upon this account, will 'very aptly 
run out it ſelf into a deſpondency, as ſeeing, feeling, and taſting the 
ſirength and bitterneſs of fin 3 ſo as it may raiſe fuchan yproar and muti- 
riy in the Soul,as will not be for ſome eonſtderable tire quieted and allaid. 
But'you wil-ay, This is good and neceſſary'to be immerſed into ſuch a 
deep ſenſe of fin. It is in ſome degree to be granted, that an cefleQua! 
forrow for ſin, is to be allowed from divine Light and ConviQtion 3 that 
is, awakened by-the Holy. Anointing : thus it was with the Saints of old; 
crying' our to be delivered'from the Body 'of Death and Sin. And what 
penitential Palms did that Holy David in this ſenſe make 3 but mind all 
«long here wes no flicking there, but ſoon acquitted their ſenſe, flying up 
tothe operating Spirit of Faith, as David and Pau! did in the fame caſe; 
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crying, Thanks be to God, that giveth us vittory through that Blood, which 
cleanſerh from all Sin, ſpringing trom the Vein of Chrik's Life opening 
within, that waſheth out the pollutions of fin. For ſhould not a Soul 
halien out of this working ſenſe of Senſibility, it would ſoon be over- 
whelmed, So that if in the life of this good ſenſe, any ſhould too long 
abide, what an anxious and (orrowtul Lite would they know ? Therefore 
what faith the Spirit of Jeſus, Believe, and ye ſhall enter into your reſt; for 
inſenlibility you will find none. 

Now to ſpeak to the Natzral and bodily Senſe, this hangs cloſe as the 
Skin unto the Flcth, it affords an unwelcome conltancy, as reſolving not 
to leave the Soul, unlc(s mortality comes to be ſwallowed up of Life. 
This ſenſe indecd is apt and fit for ſuch an infcrior mortal ſtate as we are 
fallen into3 a low and carthly fenſe doth well agree with a low and carth- 
ly World 3 But oh! what.cnlightned Spicit, that hath been in the Divine 
Secing, can take up here, For jt is the, great and only. impediment to all 
of Divine Viſiog, Prophecy, and Revelation, ( for now all three degrees 
of Sence we include). They are as a dark gathering, Cloud upon -the 
Center of Light, and a ſtrong Inclofure, to keep the Spirit from paſling 
into that Principle, where the Trinity, and all the Holy Train of Angels, 
Seraphims,, and. Cherubims, ,do. attend. God's Throne.;,, Fhis I ſoberly 
aver, tram a particular Experience, that no, Soul or Spirit can come to 
have a plain and open view of a gloriticd Perſonality, as ſeen and known 
in the Heavenly. Sphears, : but as their fentible part is ſuſpended, and laid 
as in a dead,ſlecy, during, the,time-ghat it is in broad open fight, of ſuch an 
expreſs Glory. . Indeed there are repreſentations of heavenly Objeds, and 
things in a\lower degxee, whickhmay confilt with the bodily {enfation,as in- 
troverteg, inta;calmneſs,., and feet; tilnels. Then'the, Spirit of the Soul 
ſtands in a powerful capacity tor divine Scging and Hearing and this is ve- 
ry frequently knows, ang enjoyed by Saints in this preſent time: 'But that,

This doth but agree with 
that good ſaying of St. Paul, Knowing. that while we are preſent with the 

Body of Senſe,we are abſent. from the L:yd, But we ſhall be ſober,and not run 

you out of your ſenſitive Lite all at once 3 except ſome ſadden Shower . 

from the Heavens ſhall Fall and drown you, as it hath tor ſome time done, 

* upon the good-willer hereunto, which would hcartily congratulate fur- 

| ther Witneſſes hcreof. | 

| But to ſet by at preſent thoſe great and eminent Ef.&s of Rffation 

| from Senſe, which is not the lot of every Saint, nay, very few, that may 

| as yet know opcn Viſion, and yet will nnd their Names written in the 

Book of Life. But ſecing it opens a Door, and makes way to have more 

| clear knowledg, and familiar acce(s to God, and the glorified Perſon of 

Chriſt, and the high Order of Angels, let this be a powertul motive, to 

be dying by degrees, from that Life, which is ſeparating and ccl pling 

| the Face of God, whercin all Peace, Joy, and aſſurance ot Love is injoy- 

| ed. But here meets me this Queſtion z Who is it that can die out of their 

own ſenſe ? For fo great and glorious are the advantages of it, that if 

| we could find the Paſſage-door out of them, we would not ſtay in the 
moletted, and troubled Senfe. For this, I thall give you what hath bcen 
effected in my own experience, which I tound great remcdy and help in 
this caſc,as being inſtructed by the Spirit of Jeſus herein,which brought me 
to famiſh the life of low mortal ſenſe; firſt, avoiding all that might feed 
and nouriſh it up, drawing out of all multiplicity of worldly Concerns, 
which tendeth no higher than the exterior Life, denying every thing, 

_Which wiz not of an abſolute necciſity 3 for as dying to all ſuperfluity, that > 2-1 
ſenſe doth work upon, and you will tind it will grow weak, and gradually / 

__ expire, and go currantly on for the anatomizing of every mutinous ſenſe, 
fo as there may not be ſo much as an evil Eſſence left. But indeed, while 
this is but doing, and not throughly done, the ſenſes will be firiving, 
and caſting up muddy Waters, that cloudy the divine Sight, and top the 
inward Hearing, whilſt you ſtay amongſ(i the noiſe and throng, that from 

A. this worldy Region do all incompaſs. Therefore I can give youno other 

hopes to get victory over the ſenſitive Life, but by ſtarving it coming 

our, from all the groſs Matter which feeds it. Indeed there may be a 

quenching and filencing of this ſtirring motion, before there be an arive- 

rent to the high degree of annihilation for fixation 3 which is a good 
introduction, 
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introduAion, and as daily exerciſed herein, -may come at laſt to d 
what-ever will not conſiſt with that moſt excellent Life of Faith, which 
is the only Miniſtry, which the Lord Chriſt doth ſet on foot a freſh now 
in this day. Theretore let it not be thought a ſtrange and ſevere Dofrine 3 
bleſſed are theſe that arc able to receive and pradtiſe it, there will be no 
loſs 3 for as this Senſe dies, the freſh and ſuperſenſed Life will ſprings 
There is one Senſe more, which we mult not omit to ſpeak ſomething 
of ; which is, the Dolors, Pains, and Griefs of the Elementary Body, 
which may abide where the tinful Senſe is much wrought out, which muſt 
be allowed till this corporal Figure is changed 3 as ſenſible hunger, and 
thirſt, and want of this and that retreſhing for the outward Body, carry- 
ing ſymptoms of morcality 3 impediments of this kind,may be,and yet fin- 
lets. Ghrilt the Lord, was not without the ſenſe of this, hanging upon his 
outward Corporiety 3 ſoas we cannot expe to be looſened here-trom,till 
ſomething elle do follow 3 but yet carried through chearfully in hope of the 
Redemption of the Body alſo. Here then we ſhall conclude, as well agree- 
ing with that precious ſaying 3 Gal. 2. 20, I am crucified with Chriſt, yet I 
live, yet not T: Mind how he calleth that word back again 3 do not think 
it is I, whoſe life did conſiſt of the animal, rational, ſenſitive Being, that 
is worn out and dead I live upon another Root, though I appear in 
this very Elementary Body. T have changed my Life of Senſe, tor _that 
high aST LNG: of Faith, in which I pleaſe God, and am beloved, 
finding all acceptation with him, and therefore never defire for to know 
the diſharmony of Senſeany more, This is the victorious Triumph of a 
Spirit and Sou), that Hath got over that low Senſibllity ! Here is a new 
Model indeed, you will ſay 3 but who is it that hath put off the Body of 
Senſe thus conqueringly ? We ſhall not determine who bath done it 3 but 
we may determine, that except it be done, or doing, there is no Founda- 
tion laid Tor Keſurretion or FE Now then Tce your way, afid in 
what you are to be exerciſcd, in order to what is to tollow,Chriſt the Lord 
hath beaten the Trackshe is again returned in Spirit,with great and mighty 
Power to carry. you through, as ye giveup, and let him take your Walls, 
and give conſent to demoliſh, and plack That oF, which hath been as a 
eilling Briar about theTilly, WhichTsto betranſplanted, When Ft tree 
from the Valley of Death, to the Mount of Immortality, and open Viſion 
of God's Facc in Glory. Thus you have had the true dimenſions, what it is 
to be died unto, which will tinilh and compleat the whole Myltery of 
Death : pronounce, we may, blcfling, joy, and glory to the Overcomers, » 
Who can ſhew theſe dying Marks, as hath bin deſcribed ? Who Thall now 
keep them from the preſence of God and the Lamb, for right they will 


have to polle(s and inherit all things, in heights above;and depths bengerh 4 
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One thing more we ſhall further add, which may be worthy of our 
taking notice of z That there is a ſpace of Time limited for ſuch, who 
have accompliſhed this myttical Death,to be buried. As Mortals when they 
die, they bury their Dead out of fight : fo it is with thoſe who are depar- 
ted out of the Body of Sin there is tor them a quick diſpatch by thoſe, 
who arc yct alive to all that which they are dead to. Take them under 
what tcllowlhip or torm you will, there is no agreement between the living 
and the dead 3 the dead arc very unpleaſant Company, as being ſenſlels 
and aclec(s, as to Matters and Things relating to the fallen Lite and Prin- 
ciple3 and fo being unſerviceable, they may well be forgotten and deſer- 
ted by Pcrions, Fellowſhips, and Societies, that are out of the dying Or- 
der. We necd not think muchatitz for was it not thus with the Lord 
Chriſt, when he went to ſuffer and die? Did not moſt of them, with 
whom he was converſant, torfake him? and ſome followed afar off, 
keeping only a love-inſpection on him,as Fobn & two or three more:others 
were atraid they could not bear to fee the Crucitixion, So it was, and fo 
it is at this day 3 there is a kind of an horror, to fee one a dying from all 
pleaſant joys and things delectable, and invitable, and reckoned lawful 
to be injoyed 3 but a Soul and Spirit that hath been under Chrilt's Diſci- 
pline, underſtands other things, and does know that the Fall hath broughe 
in thc Poiſon of the Curſe, which hath ſpread it fclt through the whole 
Cication. Paradiſ: is hid, and fled, and cannot be known, but to the 
riſen from the Dead 3 and theretore look from one end of the Earth to the 
other, and gather up all into one ſcene or repreſentation tor allurement 3 
and alas! what is in it, but bundles of thorney Cares, that lic at the root 
of every pleaſant Flower. that fuck away the life and ſweetnels of it ? 
Thercforc in a true {cnſe it is matter of Joy and Glory, to die out of that 
Principle, where we liveas banithed cxiles from God, in curle, woc, and 
miſery ? and Men why {Eoald Tt be ſach 7 Teproach, and ſhame, tc 
ſuffer crucihxion hereunto ? Oh that the face of this Covering might be ta- 
ken off, c{pecially among thoſe that are Fellow-n:cmbers ot the dying Bo- 
dy of the Lord Jeſus. Itis mcet they fhould-encourage, and not delpile 
it in one another 3 it is enough tor the worldly Spirit to calt contempt » 
but fellow Szints ſhould rejoice in nothing more, than to {ee_a crucihed 
Chritt in one another. There is great necd of all Rrengtining Angels to 
incourage to holTout upon one open Stages the on-ſet ot inward Fears and 
Temptations will not be wanting at fuch a dying hour, Suggeltings will 
xiſe from withio, and ſpeak 1a the (uttering Soul, as the Thict did to 
Chrilt 3 IF thow beejt the Son of God, ſave thy ſelf : Let the Deity tecure, 
and ſave the Humanity, and let it not die fo ignominiouſly. But all this 
multi not move a living Chuiti in a dying Soul, who fecs deeper, and My = 
C the 
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the viſible appearance, and therefore will go through it, and deſpiſe the 
Deſpiſers. But now here follows a grave tilence, in which there is great 
queſtioning,and a demur among the very Diſciplehood concerning the Re- 
{urretion, molt doubting 3 ſo as here comes a black Cloud of Difſertion 
while no Reſurre&ion appears, Cenſures and Judgments run from one to 
another. We expected, faith one to another, that great things would 
have bcen ſhewn forth upon the finiſhing ſuch a Courſe 3 that a preſent 
Redemption would follow. Thus it muli be ſuffered and debated a while z 
for Chriſt is as buried in the Soul out of ſight, tceling and ſcnfation, which 
is the higheſt degree of Spiritual Death, tar more proving than the dying 
to the whole fintul, and worldly Litc. As Chritt the Lord committed his 
Spirit to the Father upon the giving up of the Ghott, ſo it is with the dy- 
ing Soul, its Spirit is given up, and hid with God in Chriſt, and ſo the 
Soul may remain in a Grave, lilence, darkne(s, and continement, under 
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the weighty Stone, and cannot move, till the Spirit returns from the Fa- 
ther and the Son, to give its quickning Lite for a glorious ReſarreMon, 
Theretore fear not, EY. CSIESE Lord ye Holy Souls, Who- 
ever have wrought out Death, or are upon working out, according to 
what hath been deſcribed in the three-fold dimenſions, you have no more 
cauſe to doubt of your Reſurrection, than Chritt in his own Perſon had 3 
tor ye are hereby become Chrilt's dead Body, and therefore the ſame Spi- 
rit which raiſed him, muſt and will raiſe up ſuch as are dead in him 3 but 
ſome there are that may Tic longer bound in the Grave than others 3 but 
then it is, bccauſe there is not a thorow Death in all members and paits 
of the Body of Sin 3 for elſe they cou'd not be long detained, the Wit- 
nefles mult riſe at the third day, Therctore by what hath been declared, 
Iet us examineour ſelves, by ſhewing forth the Lord's Death till he come, for 
life-quickning. But it may be ſaid, while this is doing, and not tinithed 5 
What if the mortal Death come and prevent the maniteitation of it in this 
World ? Why, if it ſhould, nothing that hath been wrought ſhall ſuffer 
loſs upon this account 3 for after diſſolution, the Soul immediately afſ- 
cends to be joined to that Body, that doth confilt of the. Angels which are 
of the Refarretion, who betore-hand are tranſlated with Moſes, Enoch, 
and Elias. Therefore {o far as any have attained, it will be accountcd tor 
in that inviſible World 3- and ſo will have no caulc to repent, except it be, 
that they. did not ſet upon the dying Work ſooncr, for carrying of Time 
before them, for the finiſhing with Chriſt the whole Proceſs. But now we 
will leave our Dead in the Lord, as thoſe that have ceaſed from their own 
Works, and arc in the till reſt with God 3 and although the living Inha- 
bitants of Mortality and Time, do leaveand forſake them, they necd not 
be carcful, for Chiilt's own Lite-guard of Angels arc about them, to com- 
tort 
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fort, watch, and ſecure, and at the third day to roll away the Stone, to 
make way for the Dead to come forth. And who ſhall them firſt know 
and ſee, but the faithful Lovers and Bclievers, that have watched the Se- 
pulchre, and would not go fromit 3 attending there, in Faith and Hope, 
tor their Friends return from the reproachful Death, to a Life all new and 
incorruptible, joyous, and glorious * This is the hidden Treaſure that li- 
eth in the darkneſs of Death, and will bea Jewel, cven to them that find 
it 3 and though the Grave may obſcure the beauty and ſparkling ſhine of 
itz yet know, it will appear in'a three-fold tranſparency. As it hath died to 
the three-told Lite of Degeneratedneſs fo it ſhall be quickened and reſto- 
xed into the Glory of the Father, Son, and Spirit. 

Thus you have had the Paſſeover of the Lamb dreſſed, and ſet before 
you, and commended to you by the Lord, the true Paſſeover, through 
{uch as hc hath here-for choſen, and fet apart to receive and give torth, 
as from Light and Experimental Knowledg. Fox I would not be a taken= # 
up Inffrument to declare of Death, unleſs I had firſt talfed it 3 and I muſt 
give it this good Word and Credit, that although itwas tart and bitter in 
the beginning, ſo as I had ſome firuggle to get it down 3 yet through the 
daily excrciſe of my Mind, and bent of my Will hereunto, through and 
trom the Holy Spirit's Conviction, I was made throughly reſolved in it, 
and then it went on pleaſant and ſmooth, and the gricvouſneſs of it was 
turncd into joyouſneſs, This I ſpeak, not by way of boaſting, but for 
comfort, and encouragement to ſuch as arc in tear to adventure to go 
through all the parts and degrees of it. 

I ſhail conclude this Subject with this Petition Lord Jeſus increaſe the 
number of thy dying Flock, and that the Earth may not cover her Slain ever, but 
ca't out ber Dead to ſpring up in thy Life, O dear Emanucl.

raiſed up in, that will not abuſe its Truſt, either as to cternal or temp&> 
ral Revenues : Here is no engroſſing, in a partial Spirit, to any thing 
wherein it is intrulied,as a Steward for God 3 as giving all freely out in love- 
Community. 

In the next place 3 What is to be conſidered for the loſs of the ſubtil 
Spirit of Reaſon, that managed all things by exterior Craft For this 
comes now in the high gradiated ſound Wiſdom, which cometh from the 
Father of Light, by the which he made all that of a viſible contittency, 
is out of Nothing. This outvies, and puts Rationality to the bluſh, which 
moved al! upon the Wheel of earthly and viſible Things, that included, 
are under the Curſe 3 for this hath no other Matter to work upon. But the 
ſuperior Wiſdom, that connexcd is to the Body of the Reſurrection, that 
cooperateth with the cternal living Word, that createth all things anew, 
calling thoſethings to be, which were not 3 thcre is no Matter or Cauſc 
obvious to any outward Eye 3 for the Matter it works upon, 1s not groſs 
or tangiblc, but all Xtherial and Spiritual, where God tingly is the only 
productive Cauſe and Ground, through cffeual operation, for the bring- 
ing forth into Efſences, and Subſtances 3 according as this Wiſdom ſhall 
in the Spirit and Soul Jay its Platform in order to the reſtoring that 
Virgin Nature, and Godlike Simplicity, that have been defloured through 
the ſubtilty ot Reaſon. It is not to be ſaid what Wiſdom cannot do, as 
it is in Marriage-union with God's Omnipotency > where then it will not 
£0 forth naked, but all cloathed with Power and Strength, to ctfect lirange 
and marvcllous Things, by way of Plantation and Regulation of this old 
Creation, that now licth drowned in the Earthly Craft, and Babylonith 
Confution 3 all which muſt fall, as this day of Wiſdom's Reſurrection 
comes to bs manifelicd 3 for what ſhall be able co and, when ſhe opens 
her Principle, where the Powcrs of Eternal Nature will aſÞt ſet awork 
to Cloath the old taceof Things, with Tnew Tring of unfadable Glory ?

carried on! Oh what a ſudden deſtruction will come upon it, as in one 
Hour, when that the Mighty Angels of God's Wiſdom ſhall deſcend, ha- 
ving great power to burn and conſume, ſhake and difſolve the carthly 
Frame of Things 3 at which the Children of the RefurreRion ſhall nor 
be diſmaid, but rejoice to ſee this long expected day, through which all 
ſhall be governed by the Spirit of Wiſdom and Revelation. 

Now wecome to the third Particular, which is the reſtoring of the loſt 
Senſes in a ſupernatural way. - For a riſen Soul and Spirit have all the fen+ 
ſation of a Spiritual Body this is very high and unconceivable to any, 
except it be to ſuch as have bzen caught up, as out of the earthly Body 3 
(as is mentioned by P2ul) to know ſomething of it betore-hand 3 which 
may happen betore the tull and total RefurreQion be attaincd 3 as there are 
ſome that have, and ſo can the morce- knowingly define it, after what man« 
ner this divine Senſation doth ſhew forth it ſelf, It isan advance, upon 
ſome conſideration, beyond the Lite of Faith, and all Viſions and Repre- 
ſentations, which were through that medizm : For it now ceaſeth to fec 
through that Glaſs,which preſents heavenly Objccts at diſtance,and ſo but 
dimly ; but in this Spiritual on ot the ReſurreQion, it ſees in the Light 
of God's Eye, as being tranlatcd into that principle, where one perpetual 
everlaſting Day doth thine, where it doth behold greatneſs, ecodoeſs and 
purity, as being entered into the ſame. This is a broad open ſight, that 
do change from Glory to Gloryzthis was it that made that worthy Apoſlle, 
having known ſomething of this Glory, when he was caught up to the 
third Heaven, preſs fo attcr the RefurreHion, to be in that Body, in which 
he might know no more abſence from the Lord 3 for in this ſenſe he ſpeak- 
eth, 1 Cor. 5. 7, We yet live by Faith, and not by immcdiate Sight; and 
although Faith is the great moving Wheel that mult run us up to this Re- 
{urrc&ion, as its Opcration is in the Power of God 3 - bat then it hath 
done its Work, having received the end of our Faith, whichis the Reſur= 
reion of our Spirit, Soul, and Body 3 fo as now it may be given us to 
underſtand, that ſpirit1al Senſation upon this account cxcels the Life of 
Faith, for it is a Tranſlation, where we do ſce, Eye to Eye, and hzar as 
we arc heard, and know as known 3 wit of cternal and heavenly Ob- 
jets were inviſible, are molt clearly obvious hereby, cxercifing every par- 
ticular Senſe, as Taſting, and Fecling, the eſſential Power, Goodneſs, 
and Sweetnels of a God, whereby unutterable pleaſantnels is injoy'd, 
without the lcaſt ſhadow of interrupting Fear or Sorrow. When once got 
beyond the ReſurreCtion-probation.then it can go cut of Time into Man- 
tions of Eternity, as otten as it pieaſeth. Put it may be quettior,d, Whe- 
ther any ſhall cver arrive to {uch a Reſurrection, betore this vitible B-dy 
be diflolved, as the manner of a!l the Earth js to dic? Fur this, we ſhall 
Arlwer 
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Anſwer you in Chriſt's own words, That ſuch 35 ſhz!l be acco:onted worthy 
to obtain that VIVorld, and the Keſurreftion from the Dea1, they can die n1 
mare, for they are equal unto the Angels, Luke 20.35, 36. So that Mortality 
may com: to be {wallowed up in the Body ot the Reſurrection, To which 
agreeth that ſaying of Parl; All ſhall not die the mortal death, but be chan- 
ged, even this wiſivle and vile Body transfigured : Therefore it is no incredu- 
lous thing, though it hath yet becn fo rarely ſeen, becaufe the way hicre- 
unto hith not been walked in, as the Spirit of Chriit hath thewn 3 for 
few there are that have got through the Death, and tewer that have reachec 
the Reſurrection ; But the Time is at hand now, when as the principal 
Shepherd will quicken the flow-pac'd of his own Flock, that are Yet To 
much bchind in the dying, and riting- Work 3 Who will give torth ot+Mis 
Spirit in greatcr abundance, for the tiwithing of this great MyRery: This 
is Vczi!y The firinpe and new Thing that will Trring, Ti which an cver- 
laſting God will bCcvidently fTen, tor higheſt wonder and praile; All this 
now conſidered; who would not only and ITtogether ſet hard on upon the 
Lagle rifing Body, which the Lord our only Lite and Reſurrection is com- 
pared unto ? But, queried yet further, That if we could (ce any precedent 
tor it. in this preſent Time, it might gain a bclick tor this great Thing you 
declarc of. Anſwer, Whether or no there be afty in this Age, that can give 
proot of ſuch a Reſurrc&i.n? We ſhall not decide that,but hope and believe, 
what is not yct made maniteft may in time be. For thc mortal Figure being 
upon a riſing Spirit and Soul, and not changed, muti necelarily be a cloud, 
and a hiding, of the cxccllent Pertcions that arc there 3 but it noting of 
this kind could be produced, this muſt not make void the truc Doctrine of 
the Refurre&tion, It 15 ſuthcicnt that Chritt the Firlt Fruits, 1s riſen tor 
us to tollow aftcr, 

We {kill add one more Evidence mentioncd in the Revelation of Fob», 
cf thc railing the two Witneiles, of which there arc various Interpretati- 
ons: but tht vhich may be ground: d upon as fur, and tirm, 1s, Chrnilt tn 
his Deity and Humanity, in which he rifeth in the Soul, where he hath bin 
flain, and hath Jain as dcad in the properties of degencrated nature 5 
which clearcth by whom we do come to bc raiſcd, even by and though 
the n:ighty Poacr of the Deity. | 

Now it tollows, to what wc are to be rated unto, I5 it nor to tit tn 
heavenly Flac.s with Coriti ? and to have all our converiation there, and 
to have nothing, more to do with the ſtate of things belaw ? For the 
Angc's of the Reſurreftion ure now only tor high Con:munion & Fcilow- 
[ip with the Trinity.and thoſe of their own Spitifal raited Order, They 
cin contract no luw Unions with Creaturcs, nor Waix amung the Dead, 
wor t1a.cal thenflves with any thing, wile they go in and out 
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among Mortals, that ſhould leſſen the Dignification they are raiſed unto 
for there is a Probation-time betwixt RefurreQion and Aſcention, as our 
Lord Jeſus herein did ſhow us in his own Perſon, who went in and out 
forty days,before he aſcended into his high Throne of Gloritication, taking 
care to ſecure himſelf from being touched : No, a beloved Mary muſt and 
off at this Time, lett ſhe ſhould detain from Aſcenſion. A!l of which de- 
portment of our Lord is tor our Example, to be very cautious what we 
touch, tatte, or handle, of thoſe perithing Things that we are riſen from 3 
or permitting any indeared Thing, to lay the weight of their Concerns 
upon us3 for here is Enoch's Lite ſo walking with God, as not to be. But 
you will ſay, How can ſuch a high raifed Lite confiitt with the preſent 
Model, and Circumſtances of Things in this Creation, where there muſt 
be care, induſtry, and trafhcking in theſe low things, for the ſcrvice of 
them(ſclves and one another ? This indeed is a conſiderable Mountain, 
which hath kept down Chritt's riſen Lite in his Sairts, which Faith in God 
muſt only remove. But to anſwer this grand Objection, you are to un- 
deritand, That this isa fiate of Lite wholly peculiar to ſuch,who are born 
again from the Ncad : For it is not to be expected, that others can alto- 
gethcr live ſo untouched, and unconcerned in the Afﬀairs of this mortal 
Life 3 But them who are in ſpecial called out oft the worldly multiplicitics, 
and imploys, for to be God's anointed Priefts, and Prophets, and Mcfſcr- 
gers, to a and live aftcr ſuch a Spiritual way ot Conſecrations, differen” 
trom others, that arc not aſſigned to this holy Separation 3 although wit! 
Moſes it might be detircd, that the whole Heritage of God were ordained 
Prophets, and inſtituted for more high and heavenly Serviccs > which we 
may hope thall be wrought out in time, by the mighty redecniing hand of 
our $1on-King, who will hrit begin with them who freely can leave al! 
rudimental things, and give up tor holy Dedication, as is cxpcdient for 
all, who of this high Calling and Profeflion would come to he. I muſt 
ſay it is great, it is worthy, and exceeding joyous, and honourable; blef- 
{cd are thoſe that can gct diſcharged from all low and earthly Impedi- 
ments, to tollow and mind this Heavenly Vocation, which turns to the 
beſt of accounts 3 which in the concluſion will prove the mott gainful Im- 
ploy and Calling. 

But to return where we left 3 As to the watchtil, wary deportment 
that is required betwixt Refurreftion and Aſcenſion 3 tor it is the !att Pro- 
bation, therefore it concerns the riſen Soul to be very cautious, to keep 
up to the Celeſtial Region, improving all thoſe ſublime Faculties that it is 
xailcd in, We may oblerve, that ovr Lord, atter his Refurrection, did 
ſhew himfe't only to the Brethren going in and out, giving among them 
but ſhort {tays, having other Worlds and Sphercs, to viſit the Inhabitants 
there : 
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there: So it is with the riſen in Chriſt, who are his living Witneſſes, who 
do appcar to their Fellow Saints, to their great aſtoniſhment 3 declaring, 
the Lord is indecd riſen in them : and where a doubtful Spirit is that doth 
queſtion the truth thereof, they are able to ſhew the apparent Marks for 
evidence, But you willask, What are they, that. ſo we may not be de- 
ceived in them? Firſt, You may know them by their ſwift Motion, and 
{ublime Faculcics, going in and out as Strangers, no longer dwellers upon 
the Earth: their Home is properly with the Lord, and can with their in- 
viſible Spirit and Body, paſs through divers unknown Spheres, ſome 
times more immediate with the Deity and other times with the Ordcrs 
ot glorified Angcls, and Saints. of high Degree, that have got beyond 
Mortality 3 and then again rctur: to be ſeen and known of ſuch as arc in 
this lower Orb. The truth is, they are fo ſpiritually greatned, by the 
birth of the Reſurrcion, that they cannot but deſpiſe all mortal, tcrrc- 
lirial appearanccs of things in this low World 3 although while living in 
it, ſubject to the juſt and neceNlary things of it, in all moderation 3 whiie 
corporiety in its vitible Figure does remain : tor Chrilt himfelt. did in his 
humane Body appear after his Refurre&ion, and cid cat common Focd 
with his Diſciples, to prove all this might conlilt with a ri{cn Lite, Thers 
2p4in you may know the riſcn in Chriit, by their dcligning only great and 
noble Enterpriſes 3 -thcy having got {v much of God's Nature into them, 
that they are liraitned till they bring it torth into maniteltation, in way of 
fruitful Powers, ating God's great wonders upon tlic vitible Stage of this 
World: in order to which, they always do keep the Ladder of Aſccnſion 
ſteady in their cye, knowing their {tay is not to be long before their way 
will be madc to the cverlaliing burning Throne of God's open Face ; as 
being thus qualiticd,' they do itand in all readineſs tor Aſcention, But we 
may add this by way-of Information, that there are many degrees of 1i- 
lings, and littings up, in order hereunto, which often may be fo ftrong!y 
beſer with a watch of urnbclieving Spirits, which may beat the Reſur- 
r-Qion-life back. This has been known by ſuch as have been hasd prc(- 
{ing forward to be of the Refurrection-Flock, In this I ſpeak my own 
Expericnce, as finding it. the greateſt Impedez for when the Mylicry of 
the ReſurreQion was tilt opened unto me, and incitements from my Lord, 
Chrilt ſet home upon mic, that as he raiſed up himiclf perſonally, fo he 
would me ſpiritually. No ſooner did I begin to entertain a belict hercin, 
but 1 had Legions of Spirits came about me to make all void, as not 2t- 
tzinable in this preſent time, diſcouraging and weakening my. Faith 3 but 
the mighty God ſtood up in me asa flaming Wall, driving back that float- 
ing ſca of Scnlibility,and invading Spirits, ſhutting and binding them out 
of his own. riſen Body. Now then by all this that hath been declared- and 

proved 
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proved by Scripture and Experience, we hope it may faſten a belicf of 
this Truth, and leave a provocation for getting up upon this ReſurreQion- 
ſtep, by which an high advance and great aſſurance is given, for the third 
Staff of Facob's Ladder to ſet foot upon, of which we ſhall go forward 
on to deſcribe.

it is judged as cxpedicnt for a Men Soul to depart myMcally and Tpiricual- 
ly, as the Lord Chritt did perfonally 3 nothing muſt or can Tong detain it, 
All Dues, Dcbts, and Dcmands bcing clcarcd in Chrilt, the LifTand Re- 
ſurrection., who alſo hath ran{omed the Soul from Death, fo as that the 
Evil Accuſer can bring no charge againlt a riſen Spirit, having once dicd 
to his Kingdom no nor any of his Worldly Agents, that would rcadily

know it, till they come to deſcend in the Tabernacle-Body of the Holy-

and unb<lieving, as queſtioning all of this internal Aſcenſion, becauſe 
not known experimentally. But bleſſed are they who know themlſclves 
init, and are received as out of ſight, to be very much with Jeſus on

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Lord. How is that, you will fay, to be out of light, and yet in ſight 
among mortals? You are to underſtand it thus 3 That the Soul and Spi- 
rit Tn the ſecret Divine Body, which it puts on in the ReſurreSion, is bo

Solacements3 it may be well 2nd truly (aid, Tt palſeth Mundatanding. 
But this is not all, there is yet much more to be done aud conterrel by the 
Father of Aſcending Spirits, whom the Loxd Chriſt preſents unto him, 
and faith, Behold, and ſce them whom thou gavelt me, are come up at- 
ter me, being, no more of the World than I am : Therefore, O Father, 
confer upon them what thou haſt done upon_me. At which fight anTre- 
gael, the ſupream preſence of Glory ſeems all well-pleaſed to behold the 
cttct of Chriii's travel through Death and Sorrow, thus to ſave and rc- 
deein. Upon this then there is a Council held joiatly by the Holy Trinity, 
all agreeing, in one, as to what Immunities and Gitts that are to be con- 
terrcd, with all thoſe promiled Rewards, which do belong to the Con- 
ucrors, for the encouragement of the reliof the Ele& Flock to purfuc 
ATTaſion alſo. Buthere the Lord, and great High Prielt, a5more ncarly 
entrulted; actSthe part of an Advocate, and makes Demands from God 
the Father, for all thoſe eternal Land-Revenues (ctled by fore-Ordinitton, 
upon thoTe whom head recovered and raiſed from the Death of Sin. 
Whereupon a Cry does go forth from an aſcended Soul, as the Widow 
Woman, whoſe Son Eliſha raiſed to Lite 3 who in a time of Dcarth and 
Famine, ſojourn'd in a tirange Land which when again returned, crycd 
to the King to have her Hou and Land reſtored again 3 ſhewing her Son 
and 
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and Hcir whom the Prophet had from Death brought to Life. Thus it 
is with a Soul that hath bcen baniſhed from its ancient heavenly Inheri- 


tound, which are predeltinated unto Gloritication. For Chrilt the Lord 
hath a molt lawful Plea, and doth now make claim for the Trce of Lite 
alſo, to ſtand all tree to be fed upon, without any prohibition 3 for as 
Adm fucked in Death by that other Tree, fo herc is confirmation in eter- 
nal Lite 3 and as A4am's Angelical and Paradifical Body was changed into 
that which was mortaland vilez fo by virtuc of teeding upon this Tree of 
Lite, we thall again rcaſſume a pure and unfadable Body, far more tranſ(- 
parent than he had in hat Arſt Creation-Tate 3 which may be made out 
clear in the various Properties of this Tree of Lite, which we ſhall draw 
ap the number of. 

Tie tirit Property, It gives a ſingle, clear, and chriſtaline fight, to be-
